Washington, Nov. 7.—This afternoon the latest available 
results from yesterday’s Presidential election in the United 
States shoved Herbert Hoover, Republican, leading in forty 
states, giving a total electoral College vote of 444, and Gov¬ 
ernor Alfred I. Smith, Democrat, leading in eight states, giv¬ 
ing an Electoral College vote of eighty-seven. 

The states in the Smith column were Alabama?’ Arkansas, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, Rhode Island 
and South Carolina. 

Smith secured heavy majorities in the southern states in 
his column and Rhode Island and Massachusetts were assured 
him to-day. 

Texas and North Carolina in the Hoover group were swing¬ 
ing toward an even diviaion. 

The total popular vote available at noon gave Hoover 
15,514,689 and Smith 11,215,012. In the whole country 80,282 
districts out of 115,527 had reported.
